In the year 1811 the underwriters 
bound themselves together under a 
deed of association, and in 1871 they 
were Incorporated by a special act of 
parliament. The coffee-house gave 
place to n ore convenient rooms, and 
after some changes the association took 
up Its quarters In the Royal Exchange; 
London, where it has now been located 
for more than a century The Import¬ 
ance of this great commercial Institu¬ 
tion Is sTibwn by the fact that It has 
representatives In all the principal 
ports of the world, and its look-out sta¬ 
tions for observing passing ships are 
"dotted along the coast-line nf almost 
every country In both hemispheres. 


It fell to the German training ship 
Herxogfn Sophie Charlotte to put up 
the best voyage home from Sydney 
during 1907. She was 89 days to the 
Lisardi The Auetrasia and Endora 
(90). Carnedd Llewellyn (94). Valparaiso 
Nomra (95), Obotrita (96), Arctic 
Stream (97), Port Jackson, Vlmlera. 
and Cockermouth (98) were all good 
trips. The longest passages were made 
by the Crlffel, 143 days to Falmouth. 
Gael, and Rhine, 134 days to Queens¬ 
town. 

On the outward passage the Eugene 
Schnsldor arrived at Sydney from Belle 
1st® In Tt day* after a splendid trip. 
The Obotrita had the distinction of be¬ 
ing three times in the one year for fast 
sailing, as her name appears on the 
outward list, her passages belng^ 79 and 
88 days. The new barque Rendova top¬ 
ped the list for slow sailing, having 
been 147 days on the run out from the 
Clyde to Sydney. 

The French barque Nantes put up a 
wonderful passage of 89 days between 
Brest and Melbourne during the year. 

Some splendid trips were made across 
the Pacific. The Chrlstel. Nordsee, and 
Eos all sailed from Newcastle and Syd¬ 
ney to Valparaiso and Coquimbo In 81 
days. The best passage across this 
way was made by the R. C. Rlckmers, 
an auxiliary vessel, of 40 days from 
San Pedro. 

Cable news states that the Susanna, a 
noted German sailer, which once sailed 
from Hamburg to Sydney In 73 days, 
has again left that port for the former

used to say It had been on board some 
of the ships at the battle of Trafalgar, 
and it might have been, Judging by Its 
appearance and taste.

Although Mr, Atkina' stay in the nary 
was short—owing to severe dysentery 
contracted while on foreign service—he 
had s om e exci ting experienc e s. One of 
his most cherished possessions is a lit¬ 
tle book, "Our Sailors." written by W. 
H. Kingston, author of "Peter the 
Whaler" and other fine sea stories. In 
It there is a description of the attack on 
Fort Gustavasvarm, Hango Bay, on 
May 22nd. 1854. by the Dragon and 
Maglolenne. That was Mr. Atkin*’ first 
taste of warfare. He was on the Dra¬ 
gon. which, Kingston gays, "had one 
man killed and one or two wounded, 
and was considerably damaged." 

That was In the second China war, 
and before It was over Mr. Atkins had 
a closer touch of the realities of war¬ 
fare. He was In the Naval Brigade 
during the attack on Canton, And also 
with the brigade which was sent to de¬ 
stroy a town In the White Cloud moun¬ 
tains, and successfully accomplished 


for the moment. The Colony, say. has 
some few inhabitants—employers, work¬ 
ing men. The employers want to make 
money now. They want the country 
opened up swiftly mow, in thetr lifetime 
for their profit. Therefore they want 
(heap labor; therefore, on tthe Pacific, 
they want Asiatics.

Therefore the 
working-man begins an Exclusion 
crusade. 

So. sentiment aside, the problem Is 
simple and indeterminate. The solu¬ 
tion you choose Is arbitrary, the re¬ 
sult of your own position in life. But 
sentiment means many things, and 
some of them can by no possible means 
be neglected In practical matters. 
Sentiment, dried In laws, compels em¬ 
ployers to spend money for the health 
and safety of factory girls, and so In¬ 
creases. artificially, the cost of making 
cloth or matches. Sentiment Interferes 
with the commercially efficient sweater 
and educates the moneyless, and even 
feeds them young. Sentiment, In all 
this, means longsighted business views. 
You cause men to suffer In pocket now; 
yon increase the cost of neeessaries; 
you diminish, even, men's earnings— 
for the sake of the health and the vi¬ 
tality of the raca. You Ignore short¬ 
sighted views and the present sacrifice 
of individuals. You are wife; you take 
the larger view; you are sentimental. 
And Mr. Kipling. I Imagine, sneers In 
the Morntng Post. Apply this form of 
sentiment to the Asiatic Labor problem 
In British Columbia. Let us admit, os 
we must, that the more Asiatic labor 
you pour Into the Colony the quicker 
the Colony will be opened up, the 
quicker the hurry-fiot-rtch will get 
their riches, the sooner Capital will 
get Its due from that part of the 
world's surface. Admit thle; estimate 
the cost; see whether It will pay the 
Colony to make this rapid money. 

Asiatic labor will open up the Colony, 
Yes, and to whom? The Asiatic laborer 
—and the European capitalist. Exclude 
the Aslatle and you retard develop¬ 
ment But the development you do get 
under exclusion, is the development of
